God told him he had 
been looking for a mortal whom he 
could intrust with the mission of reforming 
the world, and had decided on Quoitize 
Ow. Having deen informed of his 
mission he set out to perform it. 
He taught the Indians they should 
work and avoid fighting except in self-de- 
fense. Last summer the Indians told him 
unless it rained soon the crops would 
fail He told them to go home 
and in three days an abundance 
of rain fell. Quoitize got his ideas from a re- 
ligious family with whom he lived.“ Chapman 
thinks Quoitize only indirectly to blame for 
the Indian uprising, and that his doctrine 
imbued the Indians.with more a independent 
spirit to resist their wrong.

sioner of Indian Affairs has received from In- 
dian-Agent McLaughlin a report dated Fort 
Yates, Standing Rock Agency, Dec. 16, of the 
fight between the Indian police and the fol- 
lowers of Sitting Bull the 15th inst. Agent 
McLaughlin says: 

The troops left Fort Yates at midnight on the 
14th for Grand River, with “Louis Primeau as 
guide, and my Indian police, who were then at 
Grand River or en route, were instructed to ar- 
rest Sitting Bull when the troops were sufficiently 
near to afford them protection in case of resist- 
ance to the arrest. 

At daybreak Monday morning, the 15th, the po- 
lice went to Sitting Bull's camp, direct to his 
house, and surrounded the house. A detail was 
sent into the house, where Sitting Bull was sleep- 
ing on the floor. the remainder staying outside. 
They aroused him and announced their purpose, 
atthe same time raising him toa sitting posi- 
tion, and he at first seem inclined to offer no re- 
sistance and they allowed him to dress, during 
which time he changed his mind, and they took 
him forcibly from the house. By this time the po- 
lice were surrounded by Sitting Bull's followers, 
members of the ghost dance, and the first shot

Joseph Choate responded to the first toast, 
„ Forefathers’ Day.“ He began by a hit at 
himself. He was just talking to a friend and 
praising Chauncey Depew, when his friend re- 
plied, “* Yes, he has all the brains you want.” 
There was a roar of laughter. But immediate- 
Jy after he got off a joke at Depew’s expense. 
He told a story of a reporter of a morning pa- 
per going to him last week and asking for his 
after-dinner speech that it might be set up in 
type. Why,“ said the orator, I never make 
an after-dinner speech until I have had my 
dinner.“ But the reporter proceeded to argue, 
„We got all the others. [Roars of laugh- 
ter.] Surely,“ responded Mr. Choate, you 
haven't got Depew’s?” “QO, yes, we have; 
we've got him cold,” was the reply, and the 
audience again roared. 

Mr. Choate, in speaking of Mayor Grant’s 
appointment of Paddy Divver, asaloonkeeper, 
as Police Justice, said: The exigencies of 
politics are bringing into being a new party, 


{ which bas adopted this plank in its Puritan 


platform—that hereafter no man who has been 
a lawyer shall hold a seat on the bench. “A 
most unexpected convert to the Puritan plat- 
form is our own raunicipal Chief Magistrate— 
floud laughter]—who, I suppose, approved it.

Mr. Depew Gets Even. 

Mr. Depew followed, speaking to the double 
toast of “The State of New Tork — “ The 
City of New York.” In the beginning he gave 
Mr. Choate as good as he got. Among other 
things Mr. Depew said:

4 MAN OF LARGE CHARITY AND KIND-

He Expires at His Residence, No, 293 On- 
tarlo Street, at 11 O'Clock Last Night— 
A Younger Brother of Marshall Field— 


His Artistic Taste and Connection with | 


Various Well-Known Commercial and 
Benevoleng Institutions—A Sketch of 
His Life. 7 
Henry Field died at his residence, No. 293 
Ontario street, at 11 o’clock last night. He 
had been ill for about a week, but was not 


considered to be in a dangerous condition | 


until last Sunday evening. 

Henry Field was born in the Town of Con- 
way, Massachusetts, in 1841, and came to this 
city in 1861. Soon afterwards he entered the 
employ of the firm of Cooley, Farwell & Co., of 
which his brother, Marshall Field, was a mem- 
ber. When the house of Field, Leiter & Co. was 
organized in 1869 he was a member of the firm 
and continued as such until its dissolution, 
and also with the new firm of Marshall Field 
& Co. until 1883, when he retired from active 
business, partly on account of failing health 
and partly because he haa acquired a fortune 
which would enable him to enjoy and culti- 
vate the finer tastes of his gentle nature. 
He made a European trip and returned much 
benefited in health, and again became identi- 
fied with the firm. Of late years he has not 
been actively engaged in business, though his 
interests in various directions have been ex- 
tensive. ü 

In 1878 Mr. Field married Miss Florence 
Lathrop, daughter of the late J. H. Lathrop of 
Elmhurst and the sister of Bryan Lathrop of 
this city. He leaves this loved and stricken 
wife and two children. 

Mr. Field was of a gentle, unassuming, and 
retiring disposition; yet in all things that con- 
cerned the welfare, progress, and higher 
culture of Chicago he was ever earnest, active, 
and generous. He was a member of a num- 
ber of the leading clubs of the city, and was 
ever forward and helpful in all the charitable, 
humanitarian, and religious works and enter- 
prises. 

After his retirement from business Mr. 
Field traveled much abroad and at home and 
added to a mind already well stored with 
knowledge the broadening and cultured ex- 
perience which intelligent travel brings. He 
was a lover of good books and devotedly at- 
tached. to art, and is said te have owned 
one of the finest collections of paintings and 
other wotks of art in the city. Identified 
with all the moral, intellectual, and artistic 
life of Chicago he will be missed in all those 
spheres and true progressive efforts. He 
was a trustee of the 
and in 188-’8 was a member of the 
Art Committee of the Inter-State Industrial 
Exposition. While not entirely keeping aloof 
from the commercial activities of the city 
his tastes and inclinations were gradually 
weaning his mind away from them, and he 
loved to stay at home with his soul, and 
with his books, and pictures, and art treasures. 

Mr. Field was a man of large chari- 
which was not confined to 
private giving. He has been in- 
timately associated with the work of several 
of the most successful institutions in the city 
in the field of organized charity. In 
1883 and 1884 he was a director of the Chi- 
cago Relief and Aid Society, and in the latter 
year a member of gts Executive Committee. 
He was the society’s treasurer at the time of 
his death. In 1884 he also served as President 
of the Home for the Friendless. 

Mr. Field was a director of the first opera 
festival given in Chicago in 1885, the affair be- 
ing given by the Chicago Opera Festival Asso- 
ciation. He was also a director in 1886 of the 
Inter-State Industrial Exposition. 

Mr. Field’s financial interests in Chicago 
were extensive. He was at one time one of 
the large holders of stock in the West Division 
Street railway company, and drew out with J. 
Russell Jones and others. 

He was Vice-President. of the Commercial 
National Bank, of which he was a large stock- 
holder, and though not taking a particularly 
active part in the affairs of that institution 
he generally devoted a few hours daily to its 
business when in the city. 

Mr. Field was a member of the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church. |

Mr, Young Says Negotiations for a Mexican 
Grant Are Not Concluded, 


New York, Dec. 22.—A dispatch in this 


morning’s papers from Lima, O., announced 


that John W. Young, a son of Brigham Young, 
had obtained a concession of 3,000,000 acres 
of land in Mexico and intended to send there 
10,000 Mormon @plonists, who would again be 
free to practice polygamy. Mr. Young was 
interviewed on the subject at his office in this 
city. He declared the published statements 
erroneous in several important particulars. 
In the first place the negotiations under the. 
proposed concession have not been conclud- 
ed, and if they should be the concession will 
be 5,000,000, not 3,000,000 acres. In the next 
place there is neither intention nor possibility 
of introducing the practice of polygamy in 
Mexico. That is as impossible under Mexi- 
can laws as under those of the United States, 
Besides, the proclamation of President Wood- 
ruff of the Mormon Church disposed of the 
question finally in all Mormon settlements by 
requiring obedience to the laws of the land on 
the subject. Further, continued Mr. Young, 
“the colonization scheme for Mexico does. 
not, under the terms of the conces- 
sion, confine the settlement to Mormons, but 
leaves it open to all persons of good charac- 
ter, irrespective of creed. The colonists will 
be subject to Mexican laws.“ If the negotia- 
tions with Mexico come to a satisfactory issue 
Mir. Young will under the concession build 
1,500 miles of railroad in that country.

Believes That Cattle Should Be Slaugh- 
venting Shrinkage in Weight in Transit 
It Expects to Make Millions—Its Prepa- 

rations Well Advanced — Interesting 
Features of the Scheme,

The plans of the company are much more 
com prehensive than merely a stock-transpor- 
tation service. They include the erection at 
Philadelphia of immense slaughter. houses 
and the establishment of English stations for 
reggae wap beef. London, Philadel- 
phia, New York, and Chicago capital-has gone 
into the scheme. 

At the head of the enterprise is one of the 
best-known railway officials in the country, 
who until recently has been connected with 
one of the largest roads west of Chicago. It 
it expected to run these stock-trains from the 
Western ranches to Philadelphia at an aver- 
age speed while running of twenty-five miles 
an hour. Cattle will be taken straight

Reversing the Established Order.

chief movers in this enterprise. The build- 
ing of abattoirs at Philadelphia ma; look like 
flying in the face of the established tendency 
westward to the ranches of the dressed meat 
industry. The men in this enterprise have 
faith that the seaboard is the proper place for 
that business and they have backed their faith 
with several millions of dollars. The seaboard 
products are wanted. 
If it were only a matter of — — the 
82 advantage of slaughtering at 
the sea over slaughtering further west 
would not be t The advantage is gained 
because of the\hi h transportation charges on 
what is known as tho ‘fifth quarter.’ The 
hide, tallow, etc., are called the fifth quarter. 
All the hides and much of the other products 
must be 5 — East. high rates on 
those have always operated against establish- 
ing beef slaughtering —_ in the West, but. 
that has been counterbalanced by the loss in 
shipping the cattle East in the old-fashioned 
cattle cars. We are sure that with the new 
cars we propose to introduce 1 
houses at the seaboard will have such an ad- 
vantage over those in the West that we can 
build up an immense business. 

The idea of the car is simply the running 
of trains having every convenience for feeding 
and wate the cattle while in transporta- 
tion. This thing is more than a theory. We 
have already built thirty cars, shipped 4,000 
head of cattle, and have demonstrated the 
possibilities of this method of transportation 
in the way of saving the stock from shrink- 
age. On trips where the cattle will shrink 
in weight from 8 to 10 per cent in ordinary 
cars we have demonstrated that we can haul 
them with an average shrinkage of less than 
24¢ per cent. When you figure out a savi 
of 6 or 7 per cent on asteer weighing 1, 
pounds you can easily see what an advantage 
we will have. : | 

The Vestibule Train. 

“The first distinctive feature of the cars is 
holly of iron and steel. 
The only wood in them is a few narrow slots 
on the sides. The roof is like a pas- 
sehger coach and under this arched roof 
running the whole length of the train of thir- 
ty cars is a hay-mow carrying hay 
enough for the ninety-hour trip from 
Montana to Philadelphia. Running through 
the center of the car and 
suspended from the roof is a passage through 
which a man can go from one end of the train 
to the other while it is under full speed. By

The n will not have to 
send men along to look after their cattle as 
they now do, but the whole train-load will be 
cared for by the two men we employ to regu- 
larly look after the train. 
Cars of Iron and Steel. ; 
“Tt may interest car-builders and railroad 
men to give some figures ing cars. 
They are forty-six feet long, twelve feet longer 
than an ordinary car. h car will ld 
from eighteen to twenty head of 4 
they will be run in trains of thirty cars. ey 
will be fitted with air-brakes and patent coup- 
lers. The cars will cost $1,300 each. y 
will be built at the Harvey Steel Car Works. 
That company has orders to complete 300 by 
June 1, at which time we begin active opera- 
tions. While the cars cost between two and 
three times as much as an ordinary car, we 
figure that they will be nearly as cheap in the 
end. The ave life of an ordinary car is 
from seven to eight years. The life of one of 
these steel cars, experts agree, should be near- 


‘ly three times that.” 


This enterprise has behind it men who have 
had the widest experience in railway affairs 
and other men who are 8 amiliar 
with the cattle and dressed-beef business. It 
also has behind it an ample supply of funds.

of years. Indeed it is hard to hazard a guess 
at what may be achieved in that direction in

Although the result of the Kilkenny election 
held yesterday will not be announced formally 
until this afternoon there is no doubt that Mr.

Over 1,000 Nationalists refrained from vot- 
ing. They did not care to pronounce against 
the leader who has done so much for Ireland, 
and yet they did not think it either wise or 
patriotic to support him in his present rule- 
or-ruin policy. 

Mr. Parnell attributes his defeat to the 
priests. They contributed to Hennessy’s elee- 
tion, no doubt, but they would have been pow- 
erless had they not been on the popular side, 
as has been demonstrated in many a contest 
in similar constituencies since Mr. Parnéll en- 
tered Irish politics. 

The ex-leader says he will not accept the 
Kilkenny decision as final. He may after he 
thinks over it. The defeat of his candidate 
yesterday is the defeat of his hopes. His sup- 
porters will fall away from him. A few of 
his followers may retain their seats from the 
urban constituencies like Dublin, Limerick, 
and Galway. But his cause is hopeless in the 
rural districts. 

This victory will give the Parliamentary 
party renewed courage and increased prestige 
‘and will greatly strengthen the home-rule cause 
in England. The new member is a splendid 
recruit for the party. He is an old par- 
liameftary hand, a good speaker, a good de- 
bater, and a statesman of more than national 
reputation. . »

STATE SUPERVISION OF PRIVATE BANKS. 

The failure of the private bank of S. A. 
Kean & Co., preceded by the smash-up of M 
Prettyman’s Division street one, has 2 
vinced a number of the regular bankers, or- 
* ganized under National and State laws, that 
the State should keep an eye on these private 
concerns for the purpose of saving the people 
from loss through them. There are in this 
eity sixty private banks. How many there are 
in the rest of the State is not known. The 
names of the managers of several of those in 
this city are unknown to the general public. 
Many of them do an exclusively foreign busi- 
ness, with hardly an English-speaking depos- 
itor. The amount of the deposits of all these 
institutions is not known, but it must be 
large. Most of them are sound beyond all 
question. Of some nothing is known. 

Two bills have been prepared with a view of 
submitting them to the next Legislature. One 
is to make all individual and partnership 
banks and bankers amenable to the laws re- 
garding the inspection of State banks. The 
other is to permit those private bankers who 
so choose to place themselves under State sur- 
veillance. This bill is drafted on the assump- 
tion that it may be decided that the first one is 
not constitutional. 

It is not so certain, however, that the courts 
would hold that a State has not the right, for 
the protection of its citizens, to verify the 
correctness of the claims made by a private 
banker as to his responsibility. That the 
exercise of such a power would be the 
means often of doing good will not be de- 
nied. Had an examination been made long 
ago of the affairs of S. A. Kean & Co. it would 
have shown that the concern was insolvent in 
the eyes of all but its proprietor, it being 
sound in his estimation because of

UP GOES THE PRICE OF CHEAP LINENS. 
The Worcester (Mass.) Spy, a Republican 


paper, says: 

As the result of the new tariff the Stevens Linen 
Works, the largest of the kind in the United 
States, whose goods are sent to all parts of the 
country, have given notice of the following ad- 
vance in the price of goods: Towels, $1 to $1.25, 
$1.50 to $1.70, $1.75 to $2 per dozen; huck towels, $2 
to $2.30, $2.50 to $2.85 per dozen; napkins, 75 cents 
to 90 cents, $1 to $1.15 per dozen; table damasks, 
25 cents to 29 cents, 30 cents to 35 cents, 40 cents to 


+ 46 cents per yard; linen towelings, 5 cents to 5 


cents, 7 cents to SK cents, 10 cents to 114% cents, 12 
cents to 13% cents per yard; chenille table covers, 
75 cents to $1. $1.50 to $1.75 each; tablecloths, 75 
cents to 90 cents, $1 to $1.15,.$1.25 to $1.40 each. 


It must be borne in mind that these are the 
cheaper grades of linen goods, which are in- 
deed the only ones made in this country. The 
authors of the McKinley bill, with their usual 
thoughtful consideration for the rich, pro- 
vided that the duties on the finer linens should 
not be advanced till two years hence, but that 
those on the commoner grades should take 
effect immediately, so that the American man- 
ufacturers of those goods might begin the 
work of fat-frying at once. It will be seen 
that they are not at all backward in availing 
themselves of their privileges. 

What insanity prompted the Ways and 
Means Committee to make these duties big- 
ger, knowing, as it must have done, that it 
would add to the cost of an article which is 
used in every household? Did they think it 
would make friends: for them or their party 
among the millions of women who are buying 
linsns all the time? Did they think it would 
win the party votes among the men who have 


to listen to the scoldings of the women and 
to foot the dry-goods bills? What could have 


induced its members to commit this most 
foolish act except the request of the mill 
boeses ? 

The aim of the bill was to give the mill 
bosses higher profits, but that was cloaked 
under a pretense of zeal for the farmer. The 
original proposition-was to increase largely 
the duty on flax fiber, and the farmers were 
told that this would give them a chance to go 
into a new and profitable industry. But the 
very mén who talked thus to the farmers knew 
perfectly well that good, fine flax fiber cannot 
be produced in the United States. Flax is 
grown here extensively for the seed, and is a 
paying crop, but it cannot be grown for both 
seed and lint. One or the other must be sac- 
rificed. In Western Europe it 1s the seed; 
here and in Eastern Europe it is the lint. 
Owing to the climate of this country, it is use- 
less trying to grow flax for the fiber. The ex- 
perience of a century anda half has settled 
that, 1 

So, when nobody was noticing, the duty on 
the fiber was cut down considerably @o as to 
be but little above what it was, but the new 
duties on linen were not reduced to corre- 
spond. Had they been, the mill boss would 
not have been benefited,. and the Ways and 
Means Committee would not have done what 
it was organized to do. 

How many of these mill bosses are there for 
whose sake the people of this country are 
made to pay more for their towels, their 
tablecloths, napkins, shirt bosoms, handker- 
chiefs, etc.? According to the census of 1880 
there were five linen manufactories in the 
country, two of them in Massachusetts. Ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts census of 1885 
there were then three manufactories in the 
State. The total number of persons employed 
was 926, and the wages paid $248,200. It 
appears therefore that American labor does 
not take kindly to the linen industry, and it 
is hardly worth while to levy contributions on 
the consumers of the United States for the bene- 
fit of a business which does not employ over 
2,000 persons in the whole country. 

The increased duty is not for the benefit of 
laber. The Stevens Linen Works has raised 
the price of its goods, but there is no an- 
nouncement that it has put up wages. Why 
should it do so? It got the duties raised for 
the benefit of the stockholders, not of the 
men. This concern was established in 1846, 
and has been running continually ever since. 
It managed to live and make money under the 
low tariffs which preceded the war, and it has 
managed to get along under the tariffs which 
have been in force since then. It has proved 
that it needs no additional protection. Its 
only object in asking for it was to gouge the 
public, and it found in the members of the 
Ways and Means Committee willing accom- 
plices. 

The object of making the consumers pay 
more for their linens was to help a handful of 
mill bosses. The people have found it out 
and demand the repeal of those unjust ad- 
vances, The only answer of the McKinleyites 
is: Stand by the McKinley bill.” That may 
a grand and heroic and all that, but it is not 
good politics, as there is to be an election in 
1892, when it will be in the power of the 
angered consumers of the country to do more 
harm to the Republican party than they did in 
1888. 


MORMON EMIGRATION TO MEXICO. 

A dispatch from Lima, O., brings the cheer- 
ing intelligence that areal-estate deal has been 
consummated with parties in that city by 
John W. Young, the eldest son of the late 
Brigham Yuung and recently President of the 
Mormon Church, which includes the transfer 
of the headquarters of the polygamous. insti- 
tution to Mexico. The deal comprises the 
sale of 3,000,000 acres of land in the northern 
part of that country, and about 10,000 persons 
are expected to move at once from Utah, to 
be followed by the entire Mormon population 
as soon as the church headquarters are estab-

try will bid the Mormons godspeed and wish 


them ‘no harm in their new settlement, and if 
and that it will make books dear.

house, If Mexico is willing to take the nui-

It will be left in peace, 
80 far as the United States is concerned, and 
“free to cultivate its new citizehs, with no dan- 
ger that an American force ever will cross its 
frontiers, The barrier will be an insurmount- 
able one. Meanwhile, if this deal is carried 
out and the Mormons quit Utah, and it is to 
be hoped those in Idaho and Wyoming also 
may leave, then it will be time for Congress 
to unite Utah and Nevada in one State. 
Otherwise the chances of Utah’s admission 
will be very slight, for as long as the Mor- 
mons, remain there there will not be room in 
the Union for them, ‘The people of the United 
States never will tolerate the godless, dis- 
graceful, and illegal practices of Mormonism.

unfit for human food, but many of these cases 
are believed by other well-informed men to 
be nothing more than local swellings due to 
rubbing or striking. Probably this smalier 
class of animals forms the principal ground 
for dispute between the contending parties, 
though the matter is mixed up with 
one of personal profit and loss. One 
set of men wishes to have the condemned 
cattle disposed of at the rate of about a cent 
per pound, though it is notorious that this 
gives an exorbitant profit to the concern 
which buys them, the claim being that it is 
absolutely necessary to discourage the ship- 
ment to this city of animals that are tainted 
with disease. In plain English this reduces 
itself to the plea that the.owner of the property 
must be subjected to needless loss, though he 
may be an innocent party alike in act and in- 
tention, not desiring to sell as food -anything 
that is unfit for that purpose. 

There can be no question as to the duty of 
the officials to protect at all hazards the con- 
sumers of meat, as of other forms of human 
food. The inspection necessary to that can- 
not well he too rigid nor the rules too strin- 
gent. But the admission of this does not 
carry with it the conceding of a privilege (it 
cannot be called a zight) to any man or cor- 
poration to “ fry the fat’ out of the farmer or 
ranchman or country buyer by cotifiscating 
the property for one-third of what it would 
realize for manufacturing purposes. Espe- 
cially does this become a rank injustice if the 
animal thus confiscated be not really diseased, 
but only suffering from a bruise inflicted by 
a Falling chain or a blow from the 
cowboy. In any event the hide is 
worth just as much for making leather, 
the hoofs for glue, the bones for buttons, and 
other parts of the carcass for the manufacture 
of fertilizers, as if the animal had been in fair 
health @ few minutes before receiving the 
fatal blow. The owner ought not to be 
robbed of what honest mea are willing to pay 
for the body for such uses, and any authority, 
whether State or municipal, that prevents this 
realizing of fair value, after making due pro- 
vision for the safety of the community, is 
open to severe censure, while if any official 
can be discovered to have a pecuniary interest 
in such an arrangement the law should be ap- 
plied to his case in as short order as may be. 

The live-stock commission merchants of 
this city are to be commended for their deter- 
mination to have justice done in this partic- 
ular to the men whose property they offer 
for sale. If they asked for a relaxing of the 
inspection, or a letting down of any of the 
other bars intended to prevent bad meat from 


being offered for sale, their conduct would be 


reprehensible. But in demanding only that 
the people they represent shall not be system- 
atically robbed of what belongs to them after 
the requirements of the law are satisfied, they 
are only doing their plain duty, and their ac- 
tion should command sympathetic approval 
by every right-minded citizen. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT INIQUITY. 

The Senate evidently is not in a hurry about 
considering the International Copyright bill, 
and to this extent it is wise, for with each 
day’s delay it will appear more and more evi- 
dent why the bill should not be passed. Time 
will show that the members of the House who 
voted for it voted in the inverests of the East- 
ern trust-grabbers, An analysis of the vote 
shows that the principal support of the bill 
came from the Eastern and Middle States, 
and that opposition to the bill came from the 
Western and Southern States, where the peo- 
ple live who want cheap books. Of the twenty 
members from Illinois seven either did not 
vote or were paired. Of the remaining thir- 
teen only three voted for the measure Adams, 
who has no further political responsibility, as 
he has been shelved for good; Lawler, who 


was indifferent, since his constituents do not 


read books to any considerable extent, and 
who probably knew nothing about the sub- 
‘ject any way and voted haphazard; and 
Post, who excused himself on a previous oc- 
casion for votmg for it on the plea that a 
woman misled him but this time veted for it 
with his eyes wide open. 

More and more it becomes apparent that 
this entire scheme is the work of a huge trust. 
It mhy be that the Senate is satisfied with hav- 
ing passed the McKinley bill, and doubts the 
feasibility of passing another trust bill this 
session which opens the way to combination 
trust. prices and an unlimited monopoly to 
those who are not satisfied with a fair royalty 
and who believe if a British monopoly can be 
established here it will enable them to impose 
on the public in the same way. Such is the 
nature of the scheme, and the purpose behind 
it is to charge extortionate prices. Members 
of Congress who voted for this bill know well 
enough its purpose and what its effect will be. 
They know that it will establish a book trust 


it will set up a British monopoly in books so 
far as foreign books are concerned and pre- 
pare the way for a similar American monop- 
oly, the purpose being robbery of the people 


by the combination. They know that trades 


unions, printers, binders, the whole craft, in 


fact, will be injured, as it will tend largely to |

But the tariff framers at the Capital 
couldn’t be persuaded to put degras on the free 
list, and so this burden must lie upon the tanning 
trade ad infinitum. Thereis no more produced 
here than there was before the revenue law was 
passed, nor is there any likelihood there will be. 
The whole home product is but $12,000 worth; the 
importations amount to $250,000. But on the 95 
per cent of this tanning material which comes 
from abroad the leather manufacturers must con- 
tinue to pay the tax 

It has had this additional effect which the 
Reporter does not mention. It has enabled 
the solitary home manufacturer to charge $2 
more per barrel for his product while the. ex- 
penses of manufacturing have not been in- 
creased, for he has added nothing to the wages 
of his men. He pockets every cent of the 
money. 

Here then is a duty which 8 one man, 
but which harms two great industries leather 
manufacturmg and boot and shoe making. 
What justification can the Western Republican 
Congressmen plead for their votes for that 
duty? Who among their constituents asked 
them to vote thus? How many of the tanners 
along the North Branch petitioned Mr. George 
Adams to vote for that tax on them? Did he 
think that his support of it would win him 
votes in that part of his district? If so, he 
seems to have been mistaken. Did his West- 


-ern colleagues think that a duty which might 


raise the price of boots and shoes would en- 
dear them to their constituents? Perhaps they 
voted as they did from sheer ignorance. If 
so, now that they have learned the facts have 
they any objection to vote for the repeal of 
the increase in the duty? If they have any 
objections, what are they? 

The McKinleyites seem to have labored 
hard to find the shortest and best way to 
wreck the Republican party. Wherever they 
saw a chance to give the consumer a kick they 
gave it to him with hearty good will. And 
what irritates the consumers more than any- 
thing else is that these kicks and cuffs are be- 
stowed on them purely in the interest of a 
handful of mill bosses—of men like this lone 
manufacturer of degras, for instance. The 
consumers showed last month their resent- 
ment at the way in which they had been 
treated, and if something is not done to pacify 
them they will do even more mischief in 1892. 


In an article on The Lessons of the Farm- 
ers’ Movement,” which is to appear in the 
next number of the American Agriculturist, 
the Secretary of Agriculture makes the fol- 
lowing eminently truthful statement: 


I believe that the general expectation and de- 
sire of the farmers of the country was for a re- 
vision and modification of the tariff, in line, how- 
ever, with the principle of protection. They felt 
that in many respects the McKinley bill, while af- 
fording to agricultural productions more recogni- 
tion than had ever been accorded to them before, 
was a revision not in the sense of a modification 
but of an increase of protection. 


Not being a member of Congress and not 
having voted for the McKinley bill Mr. Rusk 
feels that he can afford to tell the truth. 
While the Republican Congressmen pretend 
that in passing the McKinley bill they thought 
they were executing the will of the people as 
expressed in the Presidential election of 1888 
Mr. Rusk agtees with Tum Txrsunz that the 
issue that year was not the imposition of 
higher duties but the Mills bill, a discrimi- 
native, unjust measure which struck here and 
there at the protective principle, 

As Mr. Rusk says, the farm ers to whom the 
Republican victory of two years ago was due 
voted for protection and a downward revision 
of the tariff. Therefore they were considera- 
bly stirred up when Congress proceeded to 
substitute a prohibitory for a protective 
tariff and to revise upwards the duties on 
nearly all the necessaries of life. They saw 
that the McKinley bill increased also the 
duties on a number of agricultural products, 
but in most of these there is no competition, 
and where there is none the farmers are well 
aware higher duties do them no good. - They 
add nothing to the price of their wheat, corn, 
flour, or pork. 

Since Mr. Rusk sees that the new Tariff bill 
is not what the farmers asked for in 1888, and 
since he sees also from the returns of the late 
election that they do not want it now, doubt- 
less he is in favor of its repeal. He knows the 
farmers. He knows how slow they are to 
move, and he knows also how hard it is to 
divert them from their intended course when

In constructing a telegraph line great diffi- 
culties were encountered. The first ten miles 
wasthrough a deep swamp, where clearing 
was difficult and poles hard to obtain, where 
the wire and all other supplies had to be car- 
ried on the backs of men who were watiu,g in 
water from one foot to four feet deep. In 
places the water was so deep that poles could 
not be set in the ground and had to be fas- 
tened to stumps, with wire as the only means 
of securing them. 

In connection with the surveys and other

IMPROVED METHODS OF WARFARE. 


Electricity Applied to the Firing of Gatling 
Guns. 

New York Tribune: Recent experiments 
at the naval proving ground with a Gatling 
gun attached to an electric motor have deter- 
mined a new method for firing this class of 
ordnance on shipboard. The results were sat- 
isfactory, and hereafter guns mounted on 
deck or aloft will be operated by a motor. 
Landing martiga on shore will continue to fire 
the gun by the usual method. The motor at- 
tachment is an improvement instituted by 
Dr. R. Jg Gatling, and the plans of 
the arr ment were made by the Crocker- 

otor * wae of New York City, 
who also furnished electrical — 4 
The adoption of the motor will result in an 
economy of men and in effort, and will in- 
crease efficiency of the fire. Where before 
two men were required to operate the Gatling 
— only one will be necessary hereafter. 
eretofors one man, the gunner, trained the 
gun and dropped the shot where they would 
produce the greatest effect, and another oper- 
ated the crank which sets in motion the 
mechanism of the piece. By the new system 
the gunner alone trains and operates the gun 
by touching a button. 

The motor is attached to the breech of the 
gun and moves with it in all directions. It 
can be detached instantly, the connection be- 
ing a specially devised one, and injury to the 
motor alone Will not impair the usefulness of 
the gun. The greater steadiness of applica- 
tion by the electricity renders the Gatling 
more effective: as a piece of ordnance t 
when operated by hand.

TERRIBLE FIGHT WITH A PANTHER, 


The Terror of Westchester’s Woods Has 
Been Killed at Last. 

New York Star: An immense panther 
which has been prowling about Westchester 
County, between Bedford Village and Kato- 
nah, during the last month, has been killed at 
last. The animal has terrorized the people 
over a large extent of country. Children re- 
fused to go to school alone, and had to be 
escorted to and from their homes by adults. 
Even the latter did not feel altogether secure, 
and whenever the trees rustled they thought 
the panther was near. Some even declared 
they had seen the dreaded animal glaring 
at them through the bushes. 

Not a day passed in which a farmer did not 
miss po of his live stock. The farmer’s boy 
would sally forth in the mornimg to give the 
occupants of the Pi -pen their break fast, — 
to discover by the bloody fragments scatte 
around that the panther had paid them a visit. 
Many flocks of sheep were greatly reduced in 
size, and the fat geese, turkeys, and chickens 
which mysteriously disappeared were almost 
innumerable. 

The brute did not, however, seem to have 
been satisfied with such small game, for in 
several instances he attacked full grown cat- 
tle during the night, and next morning the 
owner would be dismayed at finding = 
mangled carcasses in the field. Several 
sons, hearing 5 oor noises . around — 
barns or poultry houses during the night, have 
marauder 
and in one or two cases obtained a glimpse of 
— ther — he glided noiselessly away in 

This — of affairs was becoming well 
nigh intolerable, and several parties of 
hunters endeavored to capture the destroyer 
of their herds. Their intended victim, how- 
ever, knew the woods better than they did, 
and always managed to elude them. It re- 
mained for Farmer George Green to settle the 
matter. 

He was taking a stroll around his farm last 
Saturday when he espied a large, strange-look- 
ing animal tearing at the carcass of a heifer a 
short distance off. It was one of Mr. Green’s 
heifers the beast had just killed. 

The farmer, remembering that he owned 
five large mastiffs, lost no time in calling 
them to the scene. The panther left his feast 
seeing them approach and headed for the 
woods. The dogs pursued, and after a long 
chase cornered their prey. Thus brought to 
bay, the big beast showed his teeth and faced 
his pursuers. The entire pack of do 
rushed upon him. They had not calcula 
however, upon their opponents immense 
fighting powers. 

The struggle that ensued was a terrific one. 
The panther inflicted some terrible wounds 
on his foes, and before he gave up the man- 
gled bodies of two of them were stretched on 
the ground. He was greatly weakened, how- 
ever, by the teeth of the dogs. He managed 
to get away to the woods, with blood 
dripping from pursuers and pursued. 
The panther was c to the estates of the 
Hon. John Jay, where it took refuge. 

While the dogs kept watch Mr. Green 
procured his gun, and taking careful aim he 
shot the panther-dead. On being weighed
